RESTRICTS DRILLING. 


Proposed West Virginia Law Intended 


to Protect Coal Mines. 


^CHARLESTON. W. Vu., Feb. II.— 
."o prevent any person from drilling 
n oil or gas well nearer than 100 feet 
o a workable seam of coal or ncaicr 
than 100 feot to the opening to any 
mine Is tho object of House Bill 272 
drafted by Dr. I. C. White, State Geol- 
oglst. The bill roads: 


"Any person, firm or corporation 


Intending to drill 
an oil or g.is well 


whore name IK likely to penetrate a 
workable seam of coal shall make a 
map on n scale of two hundred feet 
to the inch, giving the county, dis- 
trict and name of the owner of tho 
surface on which such well Is located 
nnd showing the location of the pro- 
posed well with reference, by course 
and distance to at least two estab- 
lished corners of the tract of land 
on which the hamo Is to bo drilled. 


A copy of this map accompanied by 


a sworn certificate as to Its correct- 
ness shall be filed within five days 
after beginning the work of drilling 
on the property, with tho chief Inspec- 
tor of mines and another copy shall 
be recorded In the office of the county 
clerk In tho county In which 
such 


well Is located. 
Notice from 
the 


State 
.Mining 
Department, owner, 


Icnsce, or agent that the tract of land 
Is underlaid with coal shall he con- 
sidered notice siifllclcut to any per- 
son, linn or corporation that saiil well 
will pencttrale a workable seam of 
coal. Such n well must not be located 
so that It will penetrate the coal at 
a point nearer than two hundred feet 
of any shaft or mine 
opening nnd 


shall be located so that It will not 
penetrate at n point nearer than 100 
Tect to any mine entry or hallway In 
tho operating portion of, any mlno."
